Soutor NcCreary Gfes Views. 

In a speech at Burlington, Boone 

county, Monday Senator McCreaiV 
gave his views in such a concise an(i 
decisive manner, as will in oar esti- 
mation, satisfy the rn().>5t i>ersi.-itent 
clamors of press and public that lie 

states his attitoda as to tlie democrat- 
ic platform. 

We give below what the Senator 
says he favors, and whathewooid em- 
body in the platform: 

"I am in favor of: 

"First— General impi'ovemenl of our 
educational qratem. There should be 
better schools, better school houses 

and more of them, and more school 
children in attendance, and better pay 
for the teachers, and there should be 
County Hi<rh Schools in every county 
as authorized by the existing Common 
SdMxd Law. Education is the franda- 
tion of progress, and if the i<eoi'!o are 
properly and intelligently educated 
necessary progress is sure to come. 

"Second There should be such leg- 
islation as will provide better roads and 
bring the roads in each county of Ken- 
tucky to a high state of effR iency. Thi' 
cost of bad roads is a continuing heavy 
expense and the best reme^ is the 
construction of good roads. 

"Third— Tax revision is desired by 
many persons and it is asserted that 
the business interests of the State de- 
mand it. Two commissions after con- 
sidering this subject reported in favor 
of tax revision. If I am honored by 
being elected Governor I will approve 
any bill passed by the General Assem- 
bly providing for the submission to the 
voters of the State an Amendment of 
the Constitution of Kentucky author- 
izing the General Assembly to revise 
our present tax system. . This impor- 
tant matter will thus be left to the 
voters of the State to decide whether 
the Greneral Assembly shall be author- 
ized to revise our present tax systerr. 

"Fourth— Divorcement of the State 
penal inalitatioiis from politica. 

' 'Fifth — Non-partisan management of 
the State Fair, and of the Farmers 
Institntaa nqifrired to be beM ia each 
counts. 

"Sixth— Business examinatiou and 
inspection of banks. 

"Seventh— Election of United States 

Senators by the direct vote of the peo- 
ple. 

"Eighth— Organization and co-opera- 
tioo anoBg farmm and also unong 

laboring Aen. 

"Ninth— Faitiifui upholding of the 
cardinal prineiiritf written by Thonias 
Jefferson, which declares in favor of 
freedom of Religion^ and also of that 
part of the Constitutimi of the United 
States which declares no religious 
test shall ever be required as a quali- 
fication to any office of public trust 
under the United States, and which is 
also stdietantially set tartk ia Section 
fi of the CeoBtitttioii of Kantaeky*
